Asked concerning the size of the 
development contemplated Mr. Ga- 
herty said that the plant wouid 
have a capacity of not less than 
25,000 horse power. He added that 
its construction, which would be

British and Canadian troops

LONDON, Aug. 18—(CP)—Pre- 
mier Ivan Bagrianov, addressing 
an extraordinary session of the 
Bulgarian parliament, threw out 
a peace bid yesterday, declaring 
“the government is determined 
to remove all obstacles which 
stand in the way of the Bulgarian 
people’s love for peace.” 

“The majority of the Bulgarian 
people,” the Bulgarian radio quoted 
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him as saying, “never wanted to 
interfere in a large-scale conflict 
between great powers. The gov- 
ernment declares it fully recog- 
nizes this.” 


Reports have circulated in Allied 
circles for weeks that Bulgaria, 
first central power to crack in the 
First Great War, was trying to find 
a way out of this one.

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Provost Corps 
Can Demand to See 
Registration Cards 


REGINA, Aug. 18—(CP)—Units 
of the Canadian Provost Corps now 
have the power, along with police 
and peace officers, to ask any peér- 
son to produce his registration cer- 
tificate, it has been announced in 
Regina by Maj.

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From Garson to Drew 


Many of the things the people of 
Canada have been thinking about the 
atrocious assumption of Ontario's Premier 
Drew that his province will pay the major 
cost of family allowances are summed up 
neatly in the scathing reply made to him 
by Premier Garson of Manitoba. ; 

Premier Garson bluntly characterizes 
as untrue the Drew claim that Ontario will 
pay 50 percent of the cost of these allow- 
ances. He declares that this 50 percent 
includes federal customs duties, excise tax 
and sales tax, levies entirely beyond the 
reach of any provincial government, which 
are imposed in Ontario because Toronto is 
a great manufacturing centre but which 
are actually paid in Western Canada and 
the Maritimes where the products of those 
manufacturies are sold. é 

As Mr. Garson points out, if Premier 
Drew's argument were valid, Toronto and 
Montreal could object because, as the in- 
dustrial and commercial centres of Canada, 
they pay the highest federal taxes. 
Actually, Toronto and Montreal are only 
the nation’s cash registers to whose bulg- 
ing tills every Canadian in every part of 
Canada contributes. 

It seems to be clear that Premier 
Drew's advocacy of more whisky and no 
family allowances as a platform for his 
provincial party has disgusted and alien- 
ated the rest of Canada. 

To play political ducks and drakes with 
a@ measure that is not only widely 
humanitarian but increases the purchasing 
power of the Canadian people is a mean 
and sorry performance that will not in- 
crease the stature of oc Drew anywhere. 


Dangerous Poppies 


There is a tempest of public indigna- 
tion in Winnipeg over the report that 
Ottawa has issued an order that all poppies 
must be cleared out of gardens because all 
poppy pods contain a greater or lesser 
amount of opium. 

The R.C.M.P., entrusted with the ad- 
ministration of the Opium and Narcotics 
Act, claims that only one or two species of 
poppies, particularly rich in opium, are 
banned. Nevertheless, the wave of re- 
sentment still rides high. 

While everyone is vigorously opposed 
to the use of narcotic drugs, there does 
seem to be something just a little far- 
fetched about the drive against poppies. 

It would require an exceedingly power- 
ful stomach and an exceedingly strong 
head to endure any concoction prepared by 
amateurs from garden poppies. Only a 
person of diseased imagination could pos- 
sibly derive any illicit pleasure from the 
nauseous mess so secured. 

Moreover, there are dozens of other 
pharmaceutical herbs infinitely more dang- 
erous than the opium poppy and no one 
appears to worry about them. Indian 
hemp, for instance, which can be grown 
almost anywhere, is ten times as dangerous 
and ten times as easy to prepare. 

If there happened to be discovered a 
stand of opium poppies sufficiently large 
to indicate that professional drug peddlers 
were employing them, there might be cause 
for alarm. 

Otherwise the current drive against 
poppies is just a trifle silly.

More Vichy Effrontery 

The illicit and discredited Vichy ad- 
ministration of Marshal Petain may have 
suffered a total eclipse in all the enlight- 
ened capitals of the world. But the colossal 
effrontery of Petain himself remains as 
offensively brilliant as ever. 

The story is that the Vichy leaders 
hope they may still avoid the consequences 
of their treason by playing up to General 
de Gaulle. To that end they are prepared, 
it is said, to nominate De Gaulle as France's 
leader. 

It is reported that Petain has even 
written Washington offering to “legalize” 
De Gaulle’s position by standing sponsor 
for him, pointing out that only he (Petain) 
has the constitutional right to do so. 

This astounding offer is both ludicrous 
and insulting. It is ludicrous because of all 
the illegal governments ever formed on 
earth, Petain’s was the most brazenly 
illegal. It hadn't the faintest shadow of 
color of right. 

It is insulting because Petain, selling 
out to Germany and other alien groups, 
had actually gone so far as to condemn 
De Gaulle to death in 1941. 

There has been a lot of nonsensical 
talk, in this country and elsewhere, about 
the towering ideals and high principles of 
Petain. Well, there's an example of them. 

To a man whom he wanted to shoot 
three years ago, Petain now offers the 
government of France—for the sole reason 
of trying to save his own wretched old 
hide.

ce 
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80 because they recognize that the entrance 
of millions of women in Canada and United 
States into industrial employment while ac- 
centuated by wartime manpower short- 
ages was part of a trend that will continue 
in peacetime if industrial production is 
maintained at the level that may be ex- 
pected under conditions of prosperity. 

In addition they point out that for hun- 
dreds of thousands of children in the larger 
cities of Canada and United States the 
normal home life of the past is no longer 
possible. Even with mothers at home in 
tenements, flats and even comfortable 
apartments there is little opportunity for a 
natural out of doors life for the pre-school 
age child and even for the child attending 
school in after school hours. 

The fact seems to be that modern in- 
dustrial and city life has driven a wedge be- 
tween the life of the community and the 
child. There is no longer the place for the 
child in the urban community that exists 
in country areas and smaller towns. In 
the country in spite of many apparent dis- 
advantages the child is more definitely an 
integral part of the community. The boy 
or girl on the farm will share in the work of 
the farm or home. They are closer to the 
life of their parents and the work of the 
community. 

For most children in the city the work 
of their fathers is completely out of their 
world. A large proportion of them are com- 
pletely insulated from what might be 
called the dread and butter facts of life 


until they have completed their education. ° 


Playgrounds clubs and other organized 
recreational facilities can not take the place 
of free initiative open to the child in 
smaller communities and rural areas. 

To provide a place for the child and 
youth must be part of the task of those 
planning our postwar urban communities. 
Improved educational facilities including 
more nursery schools and more recreational 
opportunities will only be part of the task. 
In addition some way must be found to de- 
velop a closer relationship between the 
child and the adult world in which he is 
growing that will give him a sense of par- 
ticipation in it without make believe.

Who Is to Blame for Need 
| To Postpone It Past 
Election? 


By D. T. RICHARDSON 

| OTTAWA.—Prime Minister Mac- 
| kenzie King’s explanation of the 
| government's decision to postpone 
| the Dominion-Provincial confer- 
| ence until “immediately following 

a géneral election” was based 
| upon the hope that such a confer- 
-| ence will be a success rather than 
a repetition of the January, 1941, 
conference, which was scuttled by 
the premiers of Ontario, Alberta 
and British Columbia. 

The correspondence tabled by 
Mr. King just before the session 
ended, coupled with correspond- 
| ence revealed last March, revealed 
| steady deterioration of relations 
| between the Dominion and the 
| Ontario governments. 

They key to this situation was 
the refusal of Premier George 
Drew to join with other provinces 
jin sending a treasury official to 
| Ottawa to assist in preparing uni- 
| form financial data for the con- 
| ference. 

The best way to assess this sit- 
| uation is to examine the corres- 
| pondence from its inception last 
| January, just before the parlia- 
| mentary session started, to the 
final telegram sent by Mr. Drew 
to Mr. King on August 14 Mr. 
Drew based his refusal to allow 
a treasury official to assist the 
Preparations for the conference 
upon a contention that the purpose 
of sending provincial officials was 
to prepare a conference agenda. 
| Such work should be done by 
| heads of the governments con- 
| cerned. Against this contention, 
| the correspondence showed clearly 
that the purpose was merely to 
Prepare data. Was this a mis- 
understanding, a case of crossed 
| Wires? Or was it calculated ob- 
struction of the conference? 
| In his final words to parliament, 
Mr. King left no doubt of his 
| understanding of Mr. Drew’s in- 
| tention, He quoted a speech which 
| revealed Drev’s ambition to over- 
throw the federal government and 
make Mr. Bracken prime minister. 

Such a statement could leave no 
| doubt that a gulf existed between

The new mobilization, from a pro- 
paganda viewpoint, is terrible. Men 
and women, exempted from mili- 
tary service for five years, are now 
called up. The last vestigial re- 
mains of normal civilian life are 
being destroyed. Early In July, I 
read in a German newspaper that 


| twenty million people, a fourth of 


the population, are being fed in 
communal kitchens, since the home 
preparation of meals is out of the 
question. 

Ten to twelve million foreigners, 
who are certainly against cuntinue 
ing the war, are working in Gere 
man factories inside Germany. 
German casualties have been estim- 
ated by our authorities at nine 
million. That may be too high, but 
it is certain that they far exceed 
any losses under which the Gere 
man people broke in the last war, 

Furthermore, although the Anglo- 
American powers have given the 
German people no encouragement 
to revolt, this is not true of the 


| Russians. Twenty-odd German gen-

hitherto inconceivable, in the his- 
tory of Germany or any other na- 
tion. 

And still the regime holds, and 
dares to hang a field marshal and 
men whose names are as closely 
associated with German history as 
the names “Lowell,” “Cabot” or 
“Adams” are with New England. 

Not only that—neither Norweg-

There are martyrs. in all 
countries, as there have been in 
Germany. But the liberation of 
France is:the work of the Anglo- 
American armies and not the re- 
sult of a general uprising—even 
when our armies approach Paris.

So we must learn the lesson. In 
the modern world, a nation which 
relinquishes popular conirol over 
its destiny, takes an action that is 
irreversible, once the tyrant has 
established and solidified his re- 
gime. Such is the monstrous power 
of organized terror, arbitrary law, 
and the state that can liquidate 
opposition.

A lecture on “France and the 
New Europe” was delivered 
Thursday evening in Convocation 
Hall, University of Alberta, by 
Dr. Glen Shortliffe, a visitor from 


Queen's University, Kingston,

| Dr. Shortliffe said the speedy 


lcollapse of France in 1940 was a 


and the Allied world, but to Ger- 
many as well. Whatever the details 
of the cause, internal political dis- 
sention, with an evolutionary his- 
tory of more than a century behind 
lit, was undoubtedly the mairi factor. 

The mass of the populace wanted 
economic security after the last 
war: they did not get it. There 
was little cohesion in the national 
outlook. France did not enter the 
new war in a spirit of anti-Fascist 
crusade, which would have pro- 
vided unity of spirit and outlook, 
but with no more stimulating ob- 
jective than to keep from the doors 
a former foe. It was an old theme 
and held no-inspiration. 

Further, internal economic af- 
fairs were such that she entered 
the conflict without even a sem- 
blance of the equipment that 
could have successfully countered 
the overwhelming war material at 
the disposal of her, foe. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS 

In dealing with the prospects of 
the future, the speaker pointed out 
that the two most vital factors were 
possible changes within Europe 
after the war and the influence of 
the United States. He also raised 
points of internal economy, such 
as the disposal of vast properties 


‘|that would be alienated from own- 


ers for their recent adherence to 
the Nazi regime. Are they to be- 
come the property of the state or 
what will be their fate? Where are 
the tools coming from to rehabili- 
tatue the heavy industry of France? 
In this connection, involving Eur- 
ope, not merely France, surely the 
United States will have to play a 
dominating role, the speaker said.

Acquit Constables - 
Assault Charges 


Two RCMP constables have won 
acquittal in police court on charges 
of assault causing actual bodily 
harm laid against them by Mrs. 
Maggie Grech, of the Bonnyville 
district. 

In dismissing the charges Magis- 
trate D. G. Woodstock commended 
them on the manner in-which they 
had handled an eviction order at 
the Grech farm. 

The alleged assaults resulted 
when Mrs, Grech resisted the 
seizure of a separator, telling the 
officers that they would have to 
take her as well as the implement. 
She stretched herself along the 
platform of the separator, and had 
to be taken by force from it when 
the officers executed a warrant for 
her arrest, according to evidence. 

After the seizure Mrs. Grech 
laid charges of assault against the 
constables, R. G. McWhirter and 
Allan M. Ross, and in court testi- 
fied that they kicked her and hit 
her. The complainant's daughter, 
called by the prosecution, told the 
court she witnessed the removal of 
her mother from the separator, but 
saw no kicking or punching by the 
arresting officers.
